The fre was discovered by 
Patrolman E. E. Carter, who 
chanced to be at the police sta- 
tion across the street. Hearing 
a muffled explosion, he rush- 
ed out to find the Edwards 
shop a sea of flame and dis- 
tinctly heard a tight motor cer 
moving up the alley at its rear. 

When the fire department ar- 
yived; it was found that. a 
number of light chairs and 
ether articles had apparently 
been piled ontop of the bar- 
ber chairs and there was said 
to be evidence that the plac< 
had been drenched with gaso- 
line or oil. However, wien a 
gas heater was found burning 
jn a bedroom at the rear, 
which Edwards had occupied, 
and clothes trailing irom 
bed ‘toward the heater ablaze, 
ihe gas theory was advanced. 
1 was learned later that Ed- 
wards had supposedly depart- 
ed in a motor car a few min: 
utes before discovery of the 
fire for the Kramer Hills. 
Officers were at, first unable 
to learn whether or not Rd- 
wards carried insurance, but 
later investigation‘ showed that 
the fixtures were insured with 
the Automobile Insurance Uo. 
of Los Angeles: for $700. 

“Bdwards has dropped from 
sight since the fire and was last 
heard’ of in Colton, where ‘he 
is reported to haye told com- 
panions that he was. going 
back to Upland to collect some 
insurance.

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Whipping Post to Stir Debate 
(San Bernardino Sun) : 

Revival of the whipping post in Maryland 
has undoubtedly stirred conflicting emotions 
throughout America. 

One section of the people will applaud. 
Another section will protest. Still a third 
section will be willing to listen to debate on 
the subject before reaching a final conclsion. 

A woman spectator who saw’ the man who 
had beaten his wife lashed said, ‘‘It was very 
fine.’’ This will go for the people who are 
strongly in favor of punitive measures in the 
handling of crime. Others undoubtedly eried 
out that the sheriff is a Simon Legree, al- 
though the testimony seems to indicate that 
the officer applied the lash rather mildly, or 
merely sufficiently to satisfy the orders of 
the court. 

But many people are more interested in the 
mental attitude of the prisoner after the whip- 
ping. He is humiliated and will leave Mary- 
land at the conclusion of his sentence. He 
ean no longer hold up his head among men 
who know of his shame. 

That is the most interesting feature of the 
entire affair. Here is a prisoner who is ac- 
tually humiliated. To him it was a far worse 
punishment than his confinement in jail. 

Whipping is particularly fitted for the 
erime for which ‘this man was convicted. He 
had beaten and kicked his wife. Happily 
there is little such crime in the country to- 
day. Women have ceased to be the objects 
of such treatment. Two things brought about 
the decrease in wife beating; one is the new 
rights of women and the other is the banish- 
ment of the saloon. 

If whipping is a successful treatment for 
husbands who beat their wives, it may be- 
come ‘the punishment ealeulated to halt other 
forms of crime,.and it is on this basis that 
the incident in Maryland will be studied, for 
the people of the country are looking anx- 
jously for new ideas in the handling of crime 
generally. 

Revival of the whipping post is undoubtedly 
to be regarded as a reversion in methods of 
civilization, but it is certain that modern 
methods of civilization have failed to curb 
crime and there should be no mistake in 
the temper of the people—many will now ad- 
vocate the whipping post for the punishment 
of men convicted of various crimes. The de- 
bate will at least be interesting. 
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“Rendezvous Books” for Messages 


(Worcester Telegram) 

The Germans are always thinking up profit- 
able schemes. Berlin now has ‘‘rendezvous 
books’’ in waiting rooms of railroad stations, 
lobbies of theatres and other publie places. 
The attendant in charge of one of these books 


will allow anyone to write a short message in - 


it, to be seen by all who choose to look it over. 
The fee is two cents a message. 

Possibly the Germans did not, originate this 
idea. But apparently they are the first to 
make extensive and businesslike use of it. 
It is so simple and inexpensive that one won- 
ders why there has not been wide practice of 
t before. Probably most, ‘everyone can recall 
times when a ‘‘rendezvous book’’ would have 
saved him from ineonvenience aNd anxiety. 
Suppose, for example, one person agrees to 
meet another person arriving on a eertain 
train. Either one may eneounter unexpected 
delays. Either one may find himself at the 
appointed place and hour with ‘the other not 
in sight. Messages in the ‘‘rendezvous book’”’ 
would often set things right. Also persons in 
a hurry often are careless in making engage- 
ments, failing to name the time or the place 
as definitely as they should. Then it some- 
times happens that either one or the other 
will forget the details of the most carefully 
arranged appointments. Of course if they 
should be used extensively in America the so- 
ealled practical joker would want ‘to perpe- 
trate his usual dreary performances. Also 
there would be some trying to stir up real 
trouble by making false or misleading entries 
on the books. But in general the idea would 
prove practical. It would supply a new ser- 
vice to the public without any great invest-

By a strange turn of fate much of what 
man now knows of the science of the mind 
was given by those who, like Lombroso, have 
sounded this mysterious mechanism from the 
standpoint of the criminal, the mentally ab- 
normal and subnormal mind than of the -nor- 
mal mind. The unusual mental process of- 
fers greater possibilities for experiment, per- 
haps. 

Those few who may still belittle the study 
of the actions and reactions of the human 
mind forget ‘that a knowledge of psychology 
is necessary to the successful lawyer, doctor, 
teacher, salesman, prize fighter, baseball play- 
er and in many other professions and non- 
professional occupations. Yes, outguessing 
the othef boxer or football player is exercis- 
ing acquired knowledge of the science of ‘the 
mind. Psychology is being made valuable

TAX COLLECTIONS 
SHOW LITTLE DUE 


Property owners of San Bernar- 
dino County paid $3,541,313 in 
taxes during the 1925-26 fiscal year, 
according to the annual financial 
statement 
Tax Collector John W. Batcheior. 

The total levied in taxes was 
$3,685,953, which included $12,384 
in delinquent penalties assessed 
during the .first half of the year 
on unpaid taxes. The delinquency 
for the year was $144,639, a figure 
which Collector Batchelor regards 
as an extremely low percentage of 
the total tax levy as compared to 
the delinquent mark in recent 
years. : 

Delinquency High on Desert 

“The delinquency in the cities is 
the lowest in years,” said | Mr. 
Batchelor, “and is principally on 
property owned by foreigners who 
apparently fail to grasp the law re- 
quiring that taxes be paid by cer- 
tain dates. The big total of the 
delinquent taxes is on desert prop- 
erty, and on this class of property 
the delinquency is high every 
year.” 

April set a new high mark for 
tax’ collections when $1,250,241.92 
was collected by Mr. Batchelor and 
his staff. December, when the 
first half of the year closed, shows 
a collection of $1,250,355.98.
